Coal Production^ in the United States in 1983, as estimated by the Energy 
Information Administration, was 784.9 million short tons, down 6.4 percent 
frcsn the record-high 838.1 million short tons produced in 1982. Coal 
production in the fourth quarter of 1983, however, unlike output in the 
three previous quarters, rose substantially over year earlier levels 
Production in the final three months of 1983 totaled 209.7 million short 
tons, an increase of 5.9 percent from output of 198.0 million short tons 
in the fourth quarter of 1982. 

U.S. coal production in 1983 consisted of an estimated 780.9 million short 
tons of bituminous coal and lignite and 4.0 million short tons of 
Pennsylvania anthracite. 


The largest decline in production in 1983 occurred in the Appalachian 
Region, where output was an estimated 58.8 million short tons below that 
of 1982. Coal production in States in the Interior Region declined 0.6 
million short tons, vdiile production in Western States rose an estimated 
6.1 million short tons in 1983. 


With an estimated output of 133.7 million short tons, Kentucky continued 
® Nation's largest coal producer. %oming, with output of 116.8 
million short tons, became the second largest producer by outproducing 
West Virginia. Ranking third among coal producing States, West Virginia 

pr^uced 111 1 million short tons in 1983, 17.5 million short tons below 
output in 1982.
